Our men went on umleleired, and rapidly 
eloeed upon ihe entrenched poaliion under a 
See u furtoui uid deitroetive at any on record. 
Their brevt leuler had two horaei ahot under 
him. both within a few minute*, and hit Aide- 
de-Uamp, Lieutenant tlartey. 11. M. 30lh, 
fell mortally wounded in the act of cheering on 
the men of II, M. S2ud. Thia occurred within 
% ttw pace* of the enemy, whoae tire became, 
if poaaible, atill more lerrillj every moment; 
and then their muakatry and caiut-L jauili aenl 
in a deadly thowtr, under which th* Bind 
reeled and nteggeted Up to lhii paint we hid 
rttacrtd our fire in nrder to give il lull effect, 
but in the cnnfuiion, the men began la Are in 
diacrimiiittely. and without produoing iht leut 
impreuion.

Themher dlvitinn were timilicly alTeirted, 
the artillery of the enemy, tetved ai it wu with 
adcninblt preciaion and alacrity, ud of weight 
far overpowering oui t, having with the imall 
acme done fearful ei ecu lion among then, ind 
they retired in tht lama manner for the night, 
not sating been able to diilodge tho enemy at 
aiingl* point. The whole ot Ihe ditliioni 
bivouacked at near eit-h other la they could 
gel in Ihn dark. The night waa a terrible one, 
the cannonade being kept up by both partial, 
and on out aide the exhauatcd men, luffaring 
from huneer and thtrit, fatigue and cold, had 
to attend to tho wuuta or tha : 
wounded ind dying, whole numbc-i 
on the in recur, 

At daybreak of the following miming tht 
Goeernor General nul himaelf it the head uf 
II.M.Wlh, and the Commindef-in-Uhier in 
like masnef led the Slat. Sir Hirry Smith. 
Clueeii'i Adjutant Ucnaril, tried to cheer on 
H.M.SGlh but they would nnl reapmid till ll.e 
llotlfnor tieneral put bimieir it iheir head, and 
cilled out" Nfith, do your duly." Tho atiaek 
waa then renewed with a gallahlry which en- 
abled the tecond and third diviaiom to break 
through every obeleolt ind gain an entrance hy 
which they aerured tile gunt— the Am ami 
fourth diviaioni mean while ca-optr>iing on 
iheir flaiika. In in hour ihtpoviiloo wu eon- 
I'letely in our pntaeatinn.
